Fourth. Having by thi* treasonable with- 
drawal from Congress, and by flagnut rebellion 
and war, forfeited all civil and political right* 
and privilege* under tbe Federal Constitution, 
they can only be restored thereto by the per- 
mission and' anthority ol that constitutional 
power against which they rebelled and by which 
they werc subdued. 

Fifth Thc-e rebellion* enemies were con- 
quered by the people of the United States, act- 
ing through all the co-ordinate branches of the 
Government, and not by tbc Executive Depart- 
ment alone. The power* ol conqueror are not 
so vested in the President that he can fix and 
regulate the term* of settlement and confer 
congressional representation npon conquered 
rebels and traitor*. Nor can he, in any way, 
qualify enemies of the Government to exercise 
its law-making power. The anthority to restore 
rebel* to political power in the Federal Govern- 
ment can be exercised only with tbe concur- 
rence of all the departments in which political 
power Is vested. And hence the several procla- 
mations of the President to the people of the 
Confederate State# cannot be concidered a* ex- 
tending beyond the purposes declared, and can 
only be regarded as provisional permission by 
tbc Commander-In-Chief of the army to do cer- 
tain acts, the validity whereof is to be deter- 
mined hy the constitutional Government, and 
uot solely by the Executive power. 

— Sixth. The qnestion before Congress Is, then, 
whether conquered enemies have the right, and 
shall be (urmitted, at their own pleasure and on 
their own terms, to participate in making laws
